Efforts are being made by 
the subsidized Ottawa press 
te make it appear that the is- 
sues of the last election in 
Saskatchewan are no more, 
Nothing could be further 
from the truth. There is 
just as much reason, more, in 
fact, than ever before for the 
existence of a Provincial 
Rights party. 

One of the reasons for the 
graft, unfortunately so preva- 
lent in the national govern. 
ment, is that they have so 
much material at hand out of 
which the unscrupulous can 
make money. 

The Saskatchewan govern- 
ment does not own an acre of 
land, excepting what may be 
purchased for public building 
sites, nor a pound of mineral, 
in fact the timber, the fisher- 
ies and all the great resources 
which shomld bring revenue 
to the people of the province 
are owned aud controlled at 
Ottawa.

ue of Saskatchewan, apart 
from the per capita allowance 
of lessthan a dollar a head,| 
cannot exceed in years to 
come much overs a million dol- 
Jars. Arethe people going 
to’ be satisfied with this? Ot- 
tawa today does not pretend 
to run the ordinary machine- 
ry of a government for about 
7,000,000 people much under 
$100,000,000. Saskatchewan 
will be expected to run that 
province and previde for all 
the great neeessary improve- 
ments, education, etc., in time 
to come, even when the popu- 
lation has reached a million 
on less than two million dol- 
lars.
